LONDON, July 27.—The British govern 
ment is sending Instructions to Sir Charles 
Hardinge, the British ambassador to Rus- 
gin, today to energetically protest against 
the sinking of the British steamer Knight 
Commander by the Russian Vladivostok 
squadron.

Dispatches from New York state that 
Ryan, was today alowed to go on parole 
on his promise to appear at the time to be 
set for his trial at St. Louis. 

Ryan's release is believed to have been 
brought about by Circuit (Attorney Folk, 
who had been informed that the prisoner 
had prepared to fight the case here and 
was prepared to make application in the 
supreme court for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Ryan surrendered himself after his at- 
torneys had decided to oppose any action 
looking to his. immediate removal to St. 
Louls, When Attorney Fickeiasen of St. 
Louis was told the situation he telephoned 
to Circult Attorney Folk at St. Louis and 
explained that it would be a hardship for 
Ryan to be taken to St. Louis at this time. 
as the sale of his horses is to take place 
tomorrow. 

Acting on Mr. Folk's advice, Mr. Fickeis- 
sen agreed to allow Ryan to go on parole

WASHINGTON, July 27.—It leaked out 
here on what is regarded as unquestioned 
authority that the President not only is 
trying to make Elihu Root governor of 
New York this year, but wants to see Root 
his successor as president, should he be 
elected to succeed himself this fall. Mr. 
Roosevelt said to be engineering the 
whole plan of the nomination of Root for 
governor, and he Is relying on the help of 
Senator Platt. who hopes to give Odell a 
sharp slap in the face by forcing Root on 
him. . 

Roosevelt's plans as to Root do not meet 
with satisfaction among some of his ad- 
visers here. Notable among these are Sec- 
retary Shaw and Speaker Cannon. Both 
Shaw and Cannon are aspirants for the 
presidency four years hence, and they do 
not take kindly to Mr. Root becoming 
Roosevelt's legatee. 

President Roosevelt belleves, it was 
stated here today, that he can be elected 
if Root is put on the ticket with him in 
New York. And he thinks that if Root 
ehould be elected governor he would be 
the logical canéidate of his party for pres- 
ident four years hence.

ARE SMUGGLED IN 


Federal Grandjury Will Hear Evi- 
dence Against a St. .Louisan 
Reported Implicated. 


‘Jeral grandjury., which has been 
meet Aug. 12, will have presented 
to it evidence against several St. Louls 
men who are believed to be tnterested in 
the smuggling of Chinese into the United 
States. 

James R. Dunn, inspector in the immi- 
gration service with offices in St. Louis, 
has been working on evidence along this 
ine for several weeks, and has caused the 
arrest of four Chinese, who are unable to 
produce papers to show that they have a 
right to be in this country. He refuses to 
make public, however, any evidence 
against the parties guilty of assisting 
Chinese to enter this country in violation 
of the lhaws, and states that while many 
such cases are brought to his attention, 
the majority are found to be without 
foundation. Mr. Dunn said: 

“IT think we have a pretty good case 
ageinst the four Chinamen arrested, but 
as to the question of whether or not they 
have been smuggled into this country, I 
cannot say. However, I will say that 
there are not many Chinese who gain en- 
trance.to the United States through their 
own efforts.”’ 

Of the four arrested by United States 
marshals, one exhibits papers to show that 
ne is a merchant in Wyoming: that he 
went to China and that upon hig return 
he was admitted on the merchant's papers. 
One of the otnmers claims to have been born 
San Fransisco. The two others say 
they have los< their papers, but will be able 
to produce cvitdence to show that they were 
once supplied. The men give their names 
es Charley Joe. rong Wal, Wong Fong 
and Leo Wong Tong. hey were taken be- 
fore United states Commissioner Babbitt 
Wednesday a-jd their cases continued until 
Monday, to give them time to produce evi- 
dence as to their legal right to be in this 
country.

Rumors of 
incenciarism were circulated. Examina- 
tion, however, apparently showed the cause 
of the blaze to huve been an overheated 
dy namo. 

The bullding was filled with tierces of 
ard, many of which exploded, spreading 
every direction. 
Louis I’. Swift directed the firemen in their 
attempts toe reach the blaze. 

The fire threatened a number of bulldings 
near by, bul the firemen managed to keep 
the ilames from spreading. 

Thousands of strikers attempted to get 
near the burnolng building, but ropes were 
spread by the police, blocking the streets 
for three squares away. The contents of 
the building were said to be valued at 
7400,000. The damage was about $100,090. 

Reports received here tell of small riots 
in Kansas City and Sioux City, but these 
are the only places ut which violence has 
eccurred. 

Though the teamsters have been called 
out, thus playing the trump card of the 
strikers, the packers insist they have the 
strike well iu hand and do not really need 
the union men. They say many union men 
are reudy to return soon as danger of 
violence passes. 

In answering these claims, the strikers 
say the piants are practically tied up. 

To minimize the danger of rioting, 
should the packing companies attempt -to 
deliver meat to local customers with non- 
union tcamsters, Chief of Police O'Neill 
has given instructions that all hauling shall 
be done on Haistead street. The chief de- 
olares that all teamsters will be protected 
from violence, but to make this possible 
the hauling must be confined to one street, 
which will be strongly patrolled. 

The order issued last night after packers 
declined to treat further, calling out the 
packing house tedmaters, affects many oth- 
er drivers as well. Those employed on 
market and grocery delivery wagons, 
trucks, tallow and bone wagons, bakery, 
ice and express wagons are prohibited from 
handling any goods to or from the packing 
plants. 

While it is said to be the intention of 
the packers to ship practically all the 
meat to outside points by rail and make no 
effort to take care of the by-products, the 
strikers expect to cause them much incon- 
venience by shutting off supplies of all 
kinds as far as possible. 

Nine wagons loaded with meat were sent 
out today from the Schwarzchild & Sulz- 
berger plant at the stockyards. The 
wagons had been repainted, the lettering 
removed, bigh sides placed on them and 
covered with tarpaulin as disguise. They 
were escorted from the yards by a dozen 
policcmen, who were relieved by another 
detail to guard them on their way to the 
north side of the city. 

The packers put more men to work today 
to take the places of the strikers and in- 
creused thelr output considerably, 

The refusal of the packers to accept 
overtures for peace and the reduction of 
the larders in the homes of the working- 
men's families have goaded many of the 
strikers and their sympathizers to threats 
of violence if operations are continued. 

The expected sympathetic strike in oth- 
er cities has not yet become effective and 
ea here cannot tell whether it will or 
not. 

Asa result of the teamsters’ strike, as 
a result of which 70 men quit, managers of 
several of the plants took the places of 
drivers of the uses and epeedily others 
followed, and the army af workers was 
transported into the yarda. 

It was stated that the packers at present 
would make no general attempt to employ 
nonunion teamsters. Plans have been ar- 
ranged to deliver meat by railroad to pack- 
a ouse. branches throughout the city. 

Vagons of merchants containing supplies 
and materials for the various plants were 
turned back from every gate. Pickets 
guarded the barns to make sure no non- 
union drivers should be employed to take 
their places. 

Practically all the striking livestock 
handlers returned to their work in the 
vards today for the Union Stockyards and 
Transit Company, an agreement having 
been made with them that they need not 
assist In weighing or delivering stock con- 
signed to the packers tnvolved in the strike. 
Thev are handijng all stock for the inde- 
pendent packers. 

Kitty English, forewoman in the sewitn 
department of the Swift pliant, was mob 
and badly hurt by a crowd of girl strike 
sympathizers, Thev heat her, tore her 
clothing and linally slashed her face with a 
knife.

OYSTER RBAY., N. Y., July 27.—Preel- 
dent Roosevelt was notified formally today 
of tis nomination for the presidency by 
the national Republican convention. The 

\ ¢eremony took place at his country home 
at Sagamore Hill, three miles from this 
village. In accordance with the Presi- 
dent’s wish, the ceremony was made a4 
simple as possible. 

The formal notification of the action of 

. the convention was made, on behalf of a 
committee representing every state and 
territory in the United States, by Joseph 
G. Cannon, speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. At the conclusion of the 
ceremonies, luncheon was served. 

The day opened with ideal weather and 
arrangements for the ceremony were com> 
pleted early. The wide verandah of the 
house was decorated with American fiags 
hung from pillar to piller. In addition, 
many houses in the neighborhood of the 
Roosevelt home and in Oyster Bay were 
draped with the national colors. Across 
the main street of the village there hung 4 
large Roosevelt and Fairbanks banner. 
Only three of the members of the commit- 
tee were absent. Included abong the in- 
vited guests were men prominent in all 
walks of life. Those present numbered 
about 125. 

Lack of facilities prevented the accom- 
modation of a larger assemblange. On ar- 
rival at Sagamore Hill, the committeemen 
were received by President Roosevelt, Mrs. 
Roosevelt and National Chairman George 
B. Cortelyou. 

At the conclusion of the informal recep- 
tion the ceremony of notification began. 

Wher Speaker Cannon rose to deliver his 
speech of notification he gwas greeted with 
applause. Mr. Cannon sald in part: 


CANNON SCORES CRITICS. 

“The Ropublican party, under your lead- 
ership, keeps its record from the begin- 
ning under Lincoln of doing things, the 
right thing at the-right time and in the 
right way, notwithstanding the criticisms 
of those who oppose the right policies from 
the selfieh or partisan standpoint.

Building Commissioner Will Issue 


Mandatory Notices to All Not 
Obeying the Ordinances. 


The bullding commissioner will today 
issue letters to a number of owners of 
buildings in St. Louis notifying them that 
they must install fire escapes on their 


buildings. 

These orders will be issued under instruc- 
tions from Mayor Wells, following an ar- 
ticle in the Post-Dispatch last week call- 
ing attention to the lack of fire escapes on 
many buildings, soon after the fire at the 
Columbia school. 

The Board of Education will be notified 
that it must install the fire escapes as is 
required by law. Commissioner Heim- 
burger states that he has been informed 
that the Board of Education will install 
iron stairways, which will be surrounded 
by brick walls, if placed within the build- 
ings. It is understood these stairways 
would be satisfactory to the commissioners. 

Among others to be notified will be Mrs. 
Anna Sneed Cairns, principal at Forest 
Park University. hen the matter of 
fre escapes was first brought up several 
months ago Mrs. Cairns refused to ereci 
them for the announced reason that the 
girls under her charge might find occa- 
sion to use the escapes as a meeting place 
for their courtships, which would be strict- 
ly against the college rules. Mrs. Cairns 
will be notified, however, that uniess the 
fire sca are installed at the university, 
proceedings will be started in the courts 


to compel her to erect them.

The impassioned pleadings of our preach- 
ers in the camps and at home, the inherent 
spirkt of the people ever striving for right 
and justice against the oppressions of 
tyranny, our battles in defense of holy 
principles, our sacrifices of property and 
lives, the memory of the immortal vic- 
tories of the past, are insufficient to offset 
the mistakes of those directing our affairs. 
Upon sad hearts and dull ears fall the 
“Crises"”’ of Thomas Paine, he whos 

pamphlets in the past, read beside me 
campfire from Maine to Georgia, raised 
our soldiers to that pitch of enthusiasm 
equaled only by the Athenians, who, lis- 
tening to the polished eloquence of Demos- 


thenes, cried, with one voice, “‘Let us go 


and fight Philip.’’ 

Our brave men have not demanded the 
luxuries of the British and Hessian camps, 
but, poorly clad, have stood the storm and 
cold of winter, and at night have been 
content with a bed of straw and a single 
blanket; and General Washington has just 
written to a friend here that often the 
noble fellows have had no bread for five 
or six days, and at other times as many, 
no meat, and once or twice, two or three 
days without exher. 

Such conditions. would be borne by our 
men without murmur, but they know that 
their wives and children are suffering from 
the necessities of life, and daily exposed to 
the tomahawk of the Indian, the bullet of 
the British, the treachery of the Tory and 
the wanton insult of the Hessian. 

Are you surprised that a feeling of un- 
rest, discontent and despondency envelops 
the nation? 

You need not be alarmed to hear of start- 
ling events within the next few months. 
The revolt of the Connecticut brigades 
near Reading, Conn., in the winter of 1779, 
which was stopped by the earnest pleas of 
Gen. Putnam, and the more serious mu- 
tiny of the Pennsylvania troops, near Mor- 
ristown, N. J., in January, 1781, which was 
only quelled by the prompt actions of Gen. 
Wayne and Gen. Washington, were caused 
by the troubles mentioned, and are indica- 
tive of the hopelessness that pervades the 
colonies. 

When the continental army was organized 


of providing money with which to pay the 
troops and for other purposes had to be 
met. Various plans were offered, and it 
was decided that Congress should issue the 
money as needed and that each colony 


should be bound to redeem its pro rata | 


part, the united colonies guaranteeing the 
whole sum. 

Various issues of bills were made, until 
at the end of 18 montSs $20,000,000 of con- 
tinental bills were in circulation, besides a 
large amount of local issues by the several 
states. 

When the amount of the issues were 
small the credit of the bills was good, but 
when new issues took place and no meas- 
ures for redempption were observable, the 
people became suspicious and the value of 
the money began to go down. 

Seeing that the depreciation of the bills 
could not be avoided, Congress proposed 
as a substitute for further issues to make a 
loan of $5,000,000 from the people and of- 
fered interest at 4 per cent. As the money 
came in very slowly, the rate of interest 
was raised to 6 per cent, though without 
helping the situation very much, as the 


drafts from the commissioners abroad used’ 


up the money faster than it came in, and 
Congress was compelled to recommend the 
issue of more paper money. 

During the year 1778 $60,000,000 of bills 
were put into circulation, and at the be- 
ginning of 178 the enormous amount of 
$200,000,000 had been issued, no part of which 
has been redeemed. 

In addition to this great amount of bills 
issued and the issues of the severa] col- 
onies, the Tories, aided by Sir Henry 
Clinton, the British commander-in-chief, 
have sent out large quantities of counter- 
feits of our money and scattered them as 
widely among the people as possible, all 
of which has had the effect of still further 
lowering the value of our money. Con- 
gress has made extraordinary efforts to 
keep up its value, but without success. 
Early in 1780, forty paper dollars were 
worth only one in specie; and in February, 
this year, it stood at seventy-five to one, 
and now the bills have no value whatever. 
When you wish to say that a thing is 
worthless, you say “it is not worth a con- 
tinental,’’ a phrase becoming quite common.
